DUTCH SEIZE A U.S. ISLE; 
STYLE OF CAP IS THE CAUSE. 


Palmas, Ameritan Speck in the Pacific, 
Tken Over by Mistake by Hollanders 
—Will Be N 0 War. i 

MANILA, P. I., April 27.—Delayed advices 
received here via Jolo report that the Dutch 
have taken possession of Palmas island, 
sixty miles southeast of Mindinac, lowered 
the United States colors, and substituted 
those for the flag of Holland. 


THERE WILL NOT BE ANY WAR. 

Washington, D. C., April 26.—(| Special. )— 
There will be no war between the United 
States and The Netherlands over the reported 
hoisting of the Dutch flag on Palmas island. 
Because the head man of the 400 odd in. 
habitants on this speck of land in the far 
Pacific wore a Dutch cap and nothing else, 
the Dutch government two years ago forma!- 
ly proclaimed that Palmas island belonged to 
the realm of Queen Wilhelmina. 

The bureau of insular affairs of the war 
department took up the question with the 
state department, which convinced itself that 
the isiand lay within the Philippine archi- 
pelago and therefore was the property of this 
country. Being just on the boundary line 
the Dutch ship which recently touched there 
probably accepted the presence of the Dutch 
cap as indisputable evidence that the island 
belonged to the group which is under Hol- 
land’s sovereignity just south of the Philip- 
pines. | 

The American flag could not have been 
hauled down, since there is no American sta 
It is probable that an 
American warship cruising in the far eastern 
archipelago will be directed to touch at 
Palmas island and politely request the head 
man to substitute an American campaign 
hat for the cap which he now wears. This 
will save diplomatic complications in the 
future,

Supposed Daughter of Napo- 
leon’s Secretary, Starving, 
Turns On Gas, 


LIVED WITH PICTURES. 


A woman whose father is said to have been 
secretary to Napoleon Bonaparte, near 
death from starvation, tried to commit sui- 
cide in Chicago yesterday. In a bare little 
room on the third floor of the building at 1350 
Wells street, with small ofl] paintings of the 
first emperor of France and her father for 
companions, Mrs. Margaret Schwede turned 
on the gas. She was 86 years old. 

Neighbors discovered the oder of gas and 

hurriedly broke inte the apartment, They 
found the aged woman lying upon the floor 
in an unconscious condition. She was rushed 
to Dr. L. D. Rogers’ hospital, 1430 Wells 
street, and after an hour's work hopes for 
her recovery were expressed. 
Several days ago Mrs. Schwede told her 
neighbor, Mrs, Morris Krugland, that death 
was all that remained for her. For months 
she had eked out a precarious existence by 
renting rooms, but her lodgers gradually 
drifted elsewhere, and, becoming in arrears 
for rent, the landlord had told her she must 
move on May 1, 


Neighbor Proffered Aid. 

“TI offered to pay up what she owed,” sald 
Mrs. Krugiand, but the landlord said it was 
only a question of time before she would be 
behind again, so she had better move, 

„All she had left was her pictures. She 
bad the two paintings and a faded photo- 
graph, which she sald represented Napoleon 
and her father together.” 

Other neighbors said Mrs. Schwede lived 
entirely in the past; Mved over again a life 
which hed known bright sunshine and deep 
shadows. She said she, was one of a group 
of white robed maidens who rode on the 
first float of the funeral cortége of the dead 
Napoleon when his body was returned from 
St. Helena in 184, and her mother’s sister 
married into the family of Marshal Mac- 
Mahon. 


Made Money in South, 

Mrs. Schwelle came to America shortly 
after her marriage, and the couple settled in 
Louisiana. A fortune rapidly was accumu- 
lated, only to be swept away during the civil 
war, when their plantation was destroyed by 
federal troops. Coming to Chicago soon aft- 
erwerd they pressed a elaim against the 
government for years, but finally it was die- 
allowed and Schwede, in a fit of despondency, 
shot himself.

THREE ARRESTS DUE 


Illinois Legislators Decide on 
Action After Heated 
Argument. 


LORIMER EXPOSE KEEPS ON 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, III., April 26.—(Specjal. By a 
vote of 40 to 7, the Illinois senate today or- 
dered that Edward Tilden, titular head of the 
beef trust and alleged custodian of the $100,- 
000 Lorimer “ reimbursement fund.“ be ar- 
rested and brought before the bar of the sen- 
ate to answer for his contempt of that body 
in disregarding the subpona of the Helm 
investigating committee. Two members of 
the senate were absent and two were present 
but did not vote. 

Mr. Tilden’s counsel immediately replied 
to this action on the part of the senate by 
stating his client would submit to a technical 
arrest tomorrow in Chicago, but declared he 
would immediately obtain his release on a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Following this announcement the senate 
made provision to defend its action if neces- 
sary in the Chicago courts by appointing 
John J. Healy, counsel for the Helm com- 
mittee, special attorney to act for it in that 
emergency. 


Action Follows Heated Argument. 

Action was taken by the senate only after 
much legal argument by Mr. Healy and At- 
torney N. C. Sears, who appeared for Tilden, 
much fervid oratory, particularly a speech 
by Senator Jones; and the most prolonged 
session it has held since the legislature con- 
vened. It began work at 10 a. m. and did not 


dispose of the last contempt case until almost 
7 p. m., taking only a short recess for lunch. 


Mr. Tilden’s two subordinates, who joined 


him in disregard of the subpœnas of the com- 
mittee, and whose arrest aleo was ordered 
dy the senate, are: 


GEORGE M. BENEDICT, cashier of the Drov- 


‘ers’ Deposit National Bank of which Mr. Tilden 


is president, and whe refused to produce Mr. 
Tilden’s bank account for May, June, July, August 
and September, 1910. 


WILLIAM c. CUMMINGS, cashier of the 
Drovers’ Trust and Savings Bank, of which Mr. 
Tilden is a director and who refused to produce 
Mr. Tilden’s accounts for the same period. 


Oglesby Dodges Responsibility, 

Lieut.-Gov. John G. Oglesby, immediately 
following the adoption of the committee 
recommendation, announced that he would 
not assume responsibility of issuing the 
warrants for the arrest of the three Chi- 
cago men. Senator Helm then placed such 
responsibility upon the body of the senate 
in the following motion: 

That it is the sense of the senate of 
the forty-seventh general assembly of the 
state of [ilinols, that the presicing of- 
ficer thereof, John G. Ogiesby, be. and 
he ig hereby directed by the senate to 
issue under his hand a warrant for the 
arrest of Edward Tilden of Chicago, di- 
recte@ to the sergeant at arms of the 
senate, or his assistants, the sheriff of 
Sangamon county. or any constable of 
sald county commanding them to bring 
said Edward Tilden by his body, forth- 
with, before the bar of this senate, there 
to answer whether or not he will give 
testimony and produce papers and docu- 
ments pursuant to the recommendation 
of the report of the committee of inves 
tigation filed April 25, 1911. 

When this motion had been adopted the 
senate proceeded to adopt similar motions 
in relation to Cummings and Benedict. 

Mr. Oglesby said late tonight that he hed 
not yet signed the warrants and might not 
do se until tomorrow afternoon. He 
E. H. Hatfield special sergeant at arms t 
serve the warrants as soon as the senate hag 
provided the necessary funds.

Technicality May Aid Tilden. 

Although the whole matter at issue in the 
Tilden case was argued at length by both 
sides today, it is said that tf he fails to win 
liberation on a writ of habeae corpus and is 
forced to appear before the bar of the senate 
he will have another opportunity to present 
his case, have it thrashed out in more legas 
erguments, and decided agan by vote of the 
tenate. 

Technically the point decided today was 
whether or not Mr. Tilden should be brought 
jo the bar of the senate and forced to answer 
for his undisputed failure to nn in person 
do the subpceena. 

If he is brought before the . the senate 
and offers to testify orally, but refuses to 
produce his records of teceipts and disburse- 
ments at and shortly after the Lorimer elec- 
tion, the senate must decide by vote whether 
or not to sentence him to twenty-four hours 
in the Sangamon county jail for such re- 
fusal 

It ie contended by some that Mr. Tilden 
would have to be sentenced again by vote of 
the senate after each twenty-four hours’ im- 
prisonment, if he held out er than that 
time.

In spite of these many chances for further 
delay and argument at Springfield, however, 
it is quite certain Mr. Tilden will concen- 
trate his efforts on the Chicago habeas corpus 
proceedings. For the vote of the senate to- 
day was a good indication of the sentiment 
of the legislators.

Six ‘Roll Calls Are Taken. 

This was the vote on the first roll call, which 

was on the adoption of the committee report 
recommending the arrest of Mr. Tilden. On 
five subsequent roll callis—two adopting the 
committee reports as to Benedict and Cum 
mings, and three on the question of ordering, 
instead of recommending, the arrest of the 
men—the vote varied slightly. Some mem- 
bers did not vote on all the roll calls, and 
Senator Clark changed hie vote to the nega- 
tive, with the explanation that he had voted 
in the affirmative in the first instance merely 
because of a desire to “ back up the com- 
mittee.” 
Ot the senators who voted against the ar- 
rest all had voted for Lorimer for senator ex- 
cept Senator Barr. The latter wes also the 
only one to make an extended attack on the 
motion. He emphasized the seriousness * 
sending a citizen to jail, and said he did not 
fee) qualified to act as a judge in such a case 
unless he had read and studied every word 
of the record and studied up on the law. 


Dailey and Potter Dispute Healy. 

Senators Dailey and Potter also undertook 
to dispute Mr. Healy’s stand and cross ex- 
amined him at some length on the points 
raised by Attorney Sears and other angles | 
of the matter.

“ Now, gentlemen, as I say, the law on this |

Now, it is not left indefinite as to time. 
It is more specific than almost any of these 
decisions that have been referred to, because 
this case is narrowed down to five particular 
months, at and about the time when this 
particular controversy concerning which Mr. 
Funk has testified was transpiring—the books 
during the months of May, June, July, Au- 
gust, and September, 1900—further particu- 
larizing and specifying the particular books 
which are to be identified. 

Only One Issue to Decide, - 

Now, to my mind, as I said, there is only 
one question for this senate to decide. The 
law is admitted. Both sides admit this com- 
mittee had the authority to issue that sub- 
peena if it was sufficiently particular, and it 
is for you and me to decide upon our con- 
sciences as senators whether or not in our 
judgment the subpceena ie sufficiently partic- 
‘ular; and from that decision there is no ap- 
peal. Our judgment upon that matter, so 
far as we individually are concerned, is final, 

We are the sole judge as to whether that 
is a sufficiently particular specification. And 
upon that subject I am convinced that ae to 
time, as to these documenta the books in- 
volved, it is definite and specific and par- 
ticular, and does not violate any statute or 
any constitution, or any common law or 
other right applying to this man or to the 
other men who are involved. 

Now, the other subpcenas are specific and 
definite, calling upon the bank officials to 
produce a duly certified statement of the 
bank accounts of Edward Tilden for the 
months of May, June, July, and August, 
1909, showing the deposits and withdrawals, 
stubs, and so forth. 


Sees No Rights Violated, 

That is not a request upon them to bring 
in all the books of the bank, but simply cer- 
tain, definite, specific documents relating to 
the banking account of one individual for five 
specific and definite months. So that, in my 
opinion, as a member of the senate, the three 
subpcenas are definite and specific and the 
issuing of those subpcenas and the compi 
ance therewith by the men upon whom they 
are served would violate no constitutional, 
legal, or statutory right. 

Now it seems to me, gentlemen, when 
you come to the broader aspect—the legis- 
lative aspect of this question—that the prop- 
osition ia simple. As a legal proposition it 
seems to me we cannot but decide that these 
five lawyers, in their deliberative decision, 
have decided right, and that this subpeena 
is legal and proper, and was properly served, 
and should have been complied with. 

Legislature Has the Power. 

This legislature has the power and a suf- 
ficiently strong arm to require men toward 
whom evidence points to respond to a reason- 
able subpeena and to produce documents 
which may completely establish the ques- 
tions that were involved in this inquiry. As 
my friend from Jasper says, this is not a 
case to be governed by the narrow and strict 
rules of a litigation involving two individ- 
uals, or involving the government upon one 
side and an individual on the other in a erim- 
inal prosecution. It is not, in my mind, even 
a case to be governed by the strict but more 
liberal rules of a grand jury investigation. 

Thie iva legislative investigation where 
great questions of public polloy are involved 
as well as the strictly legal questions pre- 
eented. And so, as members of the legisia- 
tive body, we have to consider the gra ve 
question of the public policy of the state, the 
question of the public policy of the govern- 
inomt. 

Here is a great issue that is as vital and 
important as the Dreyfus case that shook 
the foundations of the French nation. And 
this is a question that has required the in- 
vestigation of a legislative body.

to defeat it. Senator Henry Bodenstab of 
Milwaukee, a supporter of Stephenson, was 
the only member ot᷑ the committee to dissent 
from the recommendation. 

The resolution will be taken up on the floor 
of the senate on Friday. ‘ 
Prosecutor Urged to Act. 

The resolution further recommends that 


prosecutions be, instituted by the district 


attorney of this (Dane) county against all 
persons shown by the testimony to have com- 
mitted bribery in furthering. the Stephenson 
election. The same provision relates to the 
district attorneys of other counties. . ¢ 

There is a report that new evidence has 
been uncovered which may be of-importance 
in determining whether or not corrupt meth- 
ods were used in electing Stephenson. The 
testimony of Wirt H. Cook of Duluth before 
the Helm committee at Springfield yesterday 
in which Stephenson was said to have been 
mentioned by Edward Hines as another 
whom he had put over.“ probably will play 
a part in the investigation. 


‘ Provisions of Resolution. 

The resolution recites the findings of the 
Wisconsin senate investigation committee, 
which were to the effect that Steppenson 
committed bribery and that his campaign 
managers committed bribery and other acts 
in violation of the corrupt practices law to 
secure hig election, and that therefore his 
election was null and void.

guilty of any violation of the corrupt prac- 
tices laws.

Then one of the robbers stepped up to him, 
exhibited a revolver, and ordered him to walk 
to the rear room. The salesman did not pro 
test. He, too, was tied and “set to one side” 
with the rest of the victims.

Hobson Urges That Cotton Raisers Be

Washington, D. C., April 26.—The tariff de- 
bate in the house today covered broad lines. 
Mr. Norris of Nebraska attacked the com- 
bination controlling the Brazilian coffee out- 
put, and urged changes in the existing tariff 
laws which would permit the United States 
government to break up the control over 
the wholesale price and the supply of coffee 
in the United States market. 

Mr. Norris declared that since Brazil, in 
1008, entered into a combination with the 
large financial interests of the United States 
and other countries to control the price of 
coffee, the wholesale price in New York had 
risen from 6% cents a pound for No. 7 Rio 
coffee to 19% cents. ; 


Says Brazil Controls Prices. 

This rise was due, be said, to the fact that 
Brazil had restricted the production of coffee, 
and dictated the amount that could be put 
on the market at any time and the price at 
which it should be sold.

By changing the tariff law so as to give the 
United States a chance to discriminate 
against all of Brazil's exports to this country, 
he said, the government: would be able to 
crush the monopoly.

REBEL MOORS IMPERIL ARMY 
ON THE WAY TO RELIEVE FEZ. 
Bremond’s Column Is Reported Sur- 


rounded by Tribesmen and Short of 
Ammunition—Revolt Is Growing. 


TANGIWR, April 26.—The latest news re- 
ceived here regarding the situation at Fez 
states that Capt. Bremond, who is marohing 
at the head of a column to relieve the city, 
is now iz a critical situation. 

He ig short of ammunition and is surround- 
ed by Cherada tribesmen, who, far from be- 
ing discouraged, have returned to the posi- 
tione from which they were dislodged a few 
days ago. They have given the word to mas- 
sacre all prisoners falling into their hands. 

By an unlucky chance, Capt. Bolssot, whe 
had been sent to Bremond's aid, when almost 


by the fine weather, had struck camp and 
was pushing on to Fez. 

Boissot decided that he would be of no 
service to Bremond and returned to Alcazar. 
The Gharb tribesmen, who have been waver- 
ing, considering the departure of the column 
equivalent to a defeat, have decided to joip 
the revolt. 


BOTH ASQUITH AND BALFOUR 
TO SPEAK FOR ARBITRATION. 
Will Be Present Tomorrow at London 


Meeting to Indorse President Taft’s 
Proposal to Eliminate War. 


LONDON, April 26.—Both the prime minis- 
ter and Arthur Balfour, the opposition leader, 
will take a prominent part in the Anglo- 
American arbitration meeting to be held at 
the Guildhall April 28. 

The lord mayor, Sir Thomas Vesey Strong, 
announced tonight that Asquith will move 
and Balfour will second a resolution reading 
as follows: 

“That this meeting of citizens of London, 
assembled in the Giuldhall, cordially wel- 
comes the proposal of the president of the 
United States in favor of a general treaty of 
arbitration between that country and the 
British empire, and pledges its support to the 
principles of such a treaty as serving the 
highest interests of the nations and as tend- 
ing to promote the peace of the world.” 


REFERENDUM IN AUSTRALIA 
DEFEATS FEDERAL CONTROL. 


People at Polls Reject by a Large Major- 
ity Two Measures Passed by Both 
Houses. 


MELBOURNE, Australia, April 26.—Two 
constitutional questions were submitted to a 
referendum today, and were defeated by large 
majorities, The first aimed to give to the 
commonwealth’ parliament greatly extended 
trade Gommerce, and industry— | 
in fact, vesting in the federal parliament su- 
preme power to the detriment of the state 
legislatures, which heretofore had conmtrol 
within their own states. 

The second sought to give the common- 
wealth legislative power to declare any in- 
dustry or business a monopoly and national- 
ize it. 

The two bills were passed last November 
by both houses, subject to submission to a 
referendum, and their rejection today is con- 
sidered a crushing defeat for the labor party. 


REFERENDUM CLAUSE IS BEATEN 


House of Commons Refuses to Amend 
Bill Destroying Veto Power 
of Lords. 


LONDON, April 26.—The only amendment 
to the veto bill discussed in the house of com- 
mons today was one proposing that a meas- 
ure ‘rejected thrice by the house of lords 
should be submitted to a referendum. This 
led to an argument between Premier Asquith 
and Arthur Balfour, and eventually was re- 
jected by à vote of 286 to 164.

MYSTERY IN TWO SNUBS. 


Martin W. Littleton's Applica- 
tion Is Withdrawn After 
Long Delay. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington., D. C., April 26.—[Special.]— 
The Metropolitan club, which, although it 
bears the reputation of being the most Demo- 
cratic club in Washington, numbers among 
its members almost all of the big men of the 
country, bids fair to lose this reputaion as 
the result of developments which came to 
light today. 

One of these was the fact that United States 
Senator C. E. Watson of West Virginia had 
been refused membership in the club. The 
other was that Representative Martin W. 
Littleton of New York had caused his name 
to be withdrawn from the waiting list, upon 
which it had been placed since Feb. 1, with 
no action toward accepting him as a member. 

Although no announcement was made as to 
the cause of the snubs thus given to two 
members of congress, it was reported that 
Watson wae not deemed of the proper social 
standing, while politics was given asthe pos- 
sible reason for the @elay in accepting Mr. 
Littleton. 


Record in Club History. 

Senator Watson filed his application for 
membership soon after he same to Wash- 
ington as the successor to the late Stephen 
B. Elking. This is the first time that a 
United States senator has been refused ad- 
mission to the club roll. 

Representative Littleton was proposed for 
membership last February by Thomas Nei- 
son Page and Senator Newlands of Nevada. 
The delay in acting upon his name convinced 
his sponsors that a sentiment amtagonistic to 
him existed in the club, and rather than sub- 
ject him to embarrassment they suggested 
that his name be withdrawn. 


Littleton Comment on Case. 

In commenting upon the incident as it refers 
to himself, Mr. Littleton said: 

So far ae the particular clroumstances of 
this case are concerned, all I know ig that a 
friend of mine in New York urged me to 
allow him to put my name before the club. I 
yielded to the suggestion and thereafter paid 
no attention to it; im fact, I forgot about the 
incident.’

SPAIN PROTESTS 10 MEXICO 


Killing of Six Subjeets of King 
Alfonso Brings Protest. 


BRITONS WILL .‘sPLAIN, 


Armistice May Be Extended Five Days 
to Aid Negotiationr 


Mexico City, April 26.—Spain, through its 
minister to Mexico, Bernardo de Cologan y 
Cologan, today made formal protest to the 
foreign office against the assassination of six 
subjects of King Alfonso in the state of 
Puebla last Monday. 

With this registering of Spain's protest 
Mexico now finds itself in diplomatic contro- 
versies with three nations as the result of 
incidents growing out of the revolution. It 
is not believed, however, that the difficulties 
with the last two—Spain and Great Britain— 
will involve anything more serious than the 
formal exchange of notes. 

The incident that has resulted in the Span- 
ish representations occurred on the Aten- 
cingo hacienda in Puebla, the property of 
Angel Diaz Rubin, a Spaniard. A small band 
of rebels descended upon the office of the 
hacienda, where nine of the employés, all 
Spaniards, were gathered. Without warning 
they forced their way into the room. 


Demand Funds; Then Slay. 

They demanded 5,000 pesos. They were told 
they cculd have no money. In reply the 
rebels declared they wanted more than 
money, that they wanted the lives of the 
ranchers, and then began an onslaught upon 
the Spaniards with machetes. The latter 
fied. The rebels called after them. Run, 
for we are going to shoot,“ it is reported. 

The rebels did shoot and six of the nine 
men fell fatally wounded. 

This afternoon Minister de la Barra gave 
the assurances that Mexico would do all in 
its power to punish the guilty persons and 
expressed his deep regret that such an inci- 
dent should have occurred. 

The government is not ready to announce 
the names of the men who will represent the 
government in the peace conference and no 
statement has been made as to wherethe 
meeting will be held. There is good rason 
for believing it will be on Mexican territory. 
At the foreign office the announcement was 
made that the armistice would be extended 
for five days, and Minister de la Barra ex- 
pressed the opinion that no Yurther exten- 
sion would be necessary, as an agreement 
could be reached within that time. 


Protest Received in London, 

LONDON, April 26.—The Mexican govern- 
ment has communicated to the British foreign 
office a formal protest against the action of 
Capt. Vivian of the British sloop Shear- 
water in landing marines at San Quentin, 
Lower California, which action is described 
as an interference in the internal affairs of 
Mexico. 

On April 11 Capt. Vivian landed thirty men 
and a Maxim gun at San Quetin to protect 
that town from what was represented to be 
a threatened attack by Mexican insurgents. 
The revolutionary movement did not mate- 
rialize and the marines with their gun were 
withdrawn. This was the first actual landing 
of foreign forces on Mexican soil in connec- 
tion with the present rebellion. 

Vivian has since been quoted as say- 
ing that he acted upon the written request 
of two Mexican government officers.

Many Now Study 
Child Welfare. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 


Washington, D. C., April 26.—([Special.]— 
Delegates from Persia, China, Belgium, Italy, 
and Scotland, together with the persohal ap- 
poinfees of the governors of nineteen states 
and the mayors of fourteen municipalities, 
were in attendance this morning at the first 
business meeting of the second international 
congress on child welfare and the fourteenth 
annual congress of mothers. 

A distinguishing feature of the session 
brought out in the report of Mrs. L. K. Gill- 
son of Illinois was the evidence of the rapid 
growth of the weiare movement among the 
people at large. 

Among the 185 delegates already in the city 
ninety-two sent by parents’ associations and 
mothers’ clubs represent directly a total of 
10,000 mothers. 

In the course of her annual address Mrs. 
Frederic Schoff of Philadelphia, president of 
the national organization, made a plea for a 
properly equipped building in Washington to 
serve as national headquarters., 

“Attached to the staff,“ declared Mrs. Schoff, 
“sbould be a corps of experts in the physical 
and moral nurture of children, such persons to 
be assigned to visit parents’ organizations 
throughout the country at least once a year.” 

Mrs. Schoff further said that a mutually 
beneficial codperation had been established 
between several of the government depart- 
ments and the national board of the con- 
gress. 

New committees added to the national board 
since the last meeting of the international 
body are those concerned with child hygiene 
and prevention of infant mortality, rural child 
welfare, and good roads, publicity and mainte- 
nance of high standards of marriage. 

Mrs. De Garmo of St. Louis, chairman of 
the committee on rural child welfare and 
good roads, in a vigorous report detailed her 
efforts to enlist the state legislatures through- 
the country in the work of promoting good 
roads ds a help to the country child. She 
pointed out that in her investigations she had 
discovered bad roads had as an invariable 
complement poor teachers, indifferently kept 
schools, and depleted attendance. Mrs. De 
Garmo acknowledged the cotperation of the 
governors of Missouri, Wisconsin, and Michi- 
an.

ILAF or pillau without meat is nothing 

more than savory rice and in the cook 

book goes by a great number of names. 

The following is called risotto: Fry a 
1 Sliced onion brown in a tablespoon of 
butter. Add to this a pint of hot water and 
half a pint of washed rice. Boil until soft, 
adding more hot water if needed. Heat halt 
a pint of canned tomatoes and stir into it a 
teaspoon of sugar. When the rice is soft, salt 
it, add the tomato, turn into a dish, and 
sprinkle over it a heaped tablespoon of grated 
cheese. The next after this is rice, curried,” 
and it reads, same as risotto, but put a tea- 
epoon of curry powder in the tomatoes and 
omit cheese.”

This picture of legislative impotence 
ought to be painted and hung up in ourstate- 
house with suitable affidavits to prove to in- 
credulous posterity that the picture repre- 
sented a historical fact and not a myth. 

But is it necessary to keep Chicago in this 
attitude any longer? Mr. Kleeman has 
demonstrated the power of a member of the 
house of representatives to obstruct a great 
public measure, demanded by the welfare of 
a great section. Will not his associates 
of the house compel him to rest content with 
these triumphs? 

The Juul-O' Connor bills can be brought to 
the floor of the house under rule 12 by a 
vote of 77 members. If Representative 
Kleeman will graciously give assurance that 
he will report the bills out either favorably 
or unfavorably, this need not be resorted 
to. But if he will not, the test might as well 
be made on a motion under rule 12 beforea 
record vote is avoided by adjournment. 


THE IMPENDING CLAIMS FOR 
DAMAGES. 
According. to a recent government pub- 
lication, during the last twenty-one years 


| there has been invested in Mexico outside 


of the mining industry $875,000,000 of for- 
eign capital. Of this Americans have sup- 
plied $338,000,000 and the British $254,000,- 
000. German and French investments have 
been comparatively small. Perhaps $300,- 
000,000 of American capital has been put 
into mines. A prominent Canadian banker 
puts the British and Canadian investment at 
$700,000,000. If that is the correct figure 
one can easily understand why the British 
are so desirous that the United States should 
play the policeman’s part in Mexico forth- 
with. 

The disturbed condition of that country 
has made many foreign investments unprof- 
itable for the time being. The mines in 
Chihuahua and elsewhere in northern Mex- 
ico, in which Americans are largely inter- 
ested, have had to shut down. Some rail- 
road lines have been put out of business, to 
the sorrow of the foreign stockholders. How 
much actual damage bas been done—how 
much property has been destroyed by fed- 
erals or by insurrectos no one knows. This 
much is certain: After peace shall have 
been restored the Mexican government will 
have to face claims, some of them preposter- 
ously heavy, for damages suffered, Claim- 
ants under most circumstances usually let 
their imaginations run riot. They ask for 
a hundred dollars when entitled to one. | 

Whatever actual damage was inflicted 
the Mexican government will have to pay 
for—no matter whether federals or insur- 
gents were responsible. It can no more es- 
cape responsibility for the acts of the lat- 
ter than it could for those of a mob. When 
it comes to consequential damages Mexico

They were one 
of the causes of the war with the United 
| States. But for them no French army 
would have beén sent to Mexico, and Maxi- 
milian would not have been shot.

If any ope in 
this city outside of the financially interested 
persons asked for the passage of this meas- 
ure the record does not show it, Neverthe 
less it went through with as much ease as 
it the legislature were bowing gracefully 
to a public demand.

MONG the most active factors opposed 
to that friendly understanding be- 
tween the great powers which must 
precede the realization of the aims of 
the international peace movement are, 
first and foremost, the Ottoman empire, and 
after that certain smaller states of Europe 


which rely more or less for their independ- | 


ence upon the jealousies, the rivalries, and 
the enmities existing among the great 
powers, 

Turkey time and again could have been 
compelled to reform her ways during the 
reign of Abdul Hamid had not the latter, by 
cleverly fostering discord between the great 
powers. in the orient, prevented amy united 
compelling action on their part against the 
sublime porte, 

Identical considerations have enabled Fer- 
dinand of Coburg to assume the throne of 
Bulgaria, to. renounce his allegiance to the 
padishah as one of the latter’s vasstis, and 
to proclaim his coumtry an independent king- 
dom, in defiance of the provisions of that 
treaty of Berlin of 1878 to which Bulgaria 
owes her emancipation from the ordinary 
evils of a mere Turkish province. 

>. 

Switzerland, too, enjoys today a far larger 
amount of independence than she was able 
to boast during the first half of the last cen- 
tury, when the great powers were more or 
less united, one of the manifestations of that 
union being the so-called holy alliance. 

Thus Switzerland was on several occasions 
between 1815 amd 1860 menaced with being 
hermetically blockaded by her neighbors. 
That is to say, they threatened her with cut- 
ting her off from all intercourse with the 
outer world, so that neither persons nor yet 
produce could either enter or leave the coun- 
wry. . 

This threat was presented for the first time, 
in the form of an ultimatum, in 1834 by all 
the surrounding states and by more distant 
great powers, such as England and Russia, 
as a protest against her action in permitting 
her territory to become the headquarters of 
revolutionists engaged in projects for the 
overthrow of the regularly constituted gov- 
ernment of other countries. 

The thing which brought mattere to a head 
was the filibustering expedition, composed of 
soldiers of fortune and political scum of vari- 
ous nationalities, Which Gen.“ Romarino 
led from Switzerland into Savoy. 

Switzerland was obliged by this threatened 
blockade on the part of the powers not only 
to expel all Romarino’s associates from her 
soil but also to close her frontiers against 
himself and his followers whem they at- 
tempted to seek refuge there after being 
routed by the Sardinian troops. 


— 

Two years later—in 1836— France took the 
lead in a coalition that threatened to seal up 
Switzerland hermetically unless she adopted 
efficacious measures to prevent her territory 
from being the rendezvous of political ret u- 
gees and adventurers bent on disturbing the 
peace of the other nations of Europe. 

Associated in this threat with France were 
Great Britain, Austria, Prussia, Baden, Ba- 
varia, Sardinia, and Russia. The French 
statesman Thiers, then premier and after 
1870 president of the republic, showed him- 
self particularly bitter. Of course Switzer- 
land had to give way, amd wholesale expul- 
sions of foreigners took place, while pledges 
were given for greater watchfulness in the 
future. 

In 1850, an international conference was 
actually gathered at Paris in order to puta 
stop, once amd.for all time, to the trouble to 
which Switzerland was subjecting her neigh- 
bors by offering refuge and hospitality to 
foreigners engaged in hostile projects against 
the duly constituted governments of other 
Duropean states. I may add she never came 
so mear losing her independence as on that 
occasion. 

Fortunately for her, Louis Bonaparte, aft- 
erwards Napoleon IIL, was at the head of 
affairs m France as president of the French 
republic. He had not forgotten the fact that 
he himself had found refuge in Switzerland 
as a political adventurer, bent om the over- 
throw of the government of King Louis 
Philippe, that he had served in the Swiss 
army as a Swiss eitisen, and that at one 
moment France had threatened to invade 
Switzerland if he were allowed to remain on 
Helvetian soll. 

At his instance and, thanks to his friendly 
intervention, the international congress of 
1850 consented to be satisfied with another 
solemn pledge by the Swiss government that 
it would not any longer permit its territory 
to become the center of hostile agitation 
against the tranquillity of foreign states. 

~~ 

Since then there have peen repeated pro- 
tests by individual powers, for the Swiss 
government was either unwilling or power- 
less to keep its promises. International an- 
archy held its congresses in Switzerland with- 
out let or hindrance, and with no attempt at 
concealment. The nihilists made Geneva and 
Zurich the chief bases of their activities, 
openly printed and published there their 
revolutionary propaganda, and made ali the 
arrangements there for the shocking murder 
of Emperor Alexander II. 

But in spite of this there never has been 
any concerted action by the great powers 
against Switzerland, nor has there been any 
coalition with a view to a blockade of that 
country. A combined movement against her 
has become impossible owing to the jeal- 
ousſes amd rivalries among her neighbors and, 
in fact, among the great powers of Europe. 
If there were such a coalition, Switzerland 
would be obliged to submit, as she has been 
forced to do in times gone by. 

As long as the powers remain apart she has 
little or nothing to fear. She can continue to 
boast of her independence and proclaim, as 
she has done on more than one occasion, that 
Switzerland did not propose to zubmit to 
becoming the mere instrument of the foreign 
powers. 

That fs why no Swiss patriot, no country- 
mam of the mythical William Tell, can afford 
to favor or in any way to promote those sen- 
timents of brotherhood, amity, and agree- 
ment among the great powers which are the 
inevitable prelimimary of universal peace. 

Inasmuch as there is no authentic French 
Count de Nevers, the last Duke and Count of 
Nevers having died in 1798, when the historic 
name and title became éxtinct, it would be 
interesting to learn the identity of the 
„Comte de Nevers who was a witness of 
the recent marriage in London of Prince 
Ibrahim Hassan, the scapegoat cousin of 
the khedive of Egypt, to the American ac- 
tress, Ola Humphrey. 

There is a Frenchman claiming this title, 
an ex-officer of the French army and a grad- 
uate of the famous French government en- 
gineering college, the Polytecnique, who 
hag been repeatedly convicted of swindling 
m England and here in the United States.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENT REBATES. 

Chicago, April 25.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—A year or two ago I received a 
postal notification that there was a rebate 
on a special assessment paid by my father 
over a quarter century before for paving 
Fifty-seventh street. That pavement hed 
been worn out and another laid several 
yéars, and it had just been discovered that 
the assessment paid in 1884 (or thereabouts) 
had been in excess of the actual cost. When 
I called to receive this rebate I asked some 
questions and got the impression (in fact, I 
think it was clearly stated) that it would 
never have been paid if one of the property 
owners had not stirred things up. 

Now, we have been paying special as- 
sessments in the town of Hyde Park for 
about forty years and on many pieces of 
property. The question that naturally arises 
in my mind and which I wish to ask you, is: 
How should one go about ascertaining what 
rebates, if any, are due him? I understand 
there are men who make a business of hand- 
ling such claims for a percentage or other 
fee, but is it not possible for the property 
owner to get at it for himself without wait- 
ing a quarter century to be notified that 


there is something . to him?

Kenna, attorney for the board of local im- 
provements, had a statement prepared by 
Mr. John C. Hendricks, accounting clerk 
The letter, which is too long for 
publication, is a valuable summing up of the 
whole complicated subject of special assess- 
ment rebates. These rebates he divides into 
six classes covering the various periods of 
improvement and the methods of rebate to 
the present time since the straightening out 
of the tangled municipal finance by the ac- 
countants hired for that purpose. 

This statement will be held by The Friend 

of the People and shown to any taxpayer 
who may wish light on the subject. Mr. 
Jackson and any others may see it by calling 
at The Tribune office. This will perhaps 
be a quicker and more satisfactory way than 
to visit the board of local improvements. 

In the course of his statement Mr. Hen- 
dricks says: “The best way to ascertain 
whether or not any rebates are due is to sub- 
mit personally or transmit by mail the special 
assessment receipts. Under the present sys 
tem it is not necessary even to call personally 
to receive a ‘ warrant for payment’ on ac- 
count of a rebate due. All that is required 
is to have the original receipt here, and even 
if this is lost or destroyed, we are in a post- 
tion to issue a voucher for the amount due 
upon the execution of an affidavit. 

“ After the voucher is issued, it is sent 
to the controller's office, where the warrant 
is filled out and mailed directly to ths tax- 
payer.”

Must Buy Best Securities. 

It is provided in section 22 of the bill, that 
the Reserve association may invest in United 
States bonds and in short term obligations— 
that is, obligations having not more than one 
year to run, of the United States, or of any 
gtattet, or of certain foreign governments, 
to be named in the act. The comment on this 
section runs: 

None but the highest grade securities— 
those issued by the United States, by the 
state, or by any foreign government—may be 
purchased by the Reserve Association of 
America. There is no loophole provided any- 
where for the purchase of stock exchange se- 
curities, or anything else but the issues 
herein specified. 

It is also of the highest importance that 
the Reserve association should be permitted 
to deal in gold and to make loans thereon.” 

Helps Crop Moving Problem. 

Mr. Reynolds believes the plan solves the 
crop moving problem and concludes with the 
follow! « 

The notes of the Reserve association shall 
be received at par ‘in payment of all taxes, 
excises, and other dues to the United States, 


and for all salaries and other debts and de- 


mands owing by the United States to indi- 
viduals, corporations, or associations, except 


obligations of the government which are by 


their terms specifically payable in gold, and 
for all debts due from or by one national bank 
to another, and for all obligatione due to a 
national bank. | 

“The Reserve association shall at once, 
upon application and without chargé for 
transportation, forward its circulating notes 
to any depositing bank against its credit 
balance. 

Such facilities would apparently solve the 
problem of furnishing an ample supply of 
crop moving currency wherever it was 
needed. Under the proposed system and with 
the location of the fifty. branch districts, 


every bank in .the,.system would. be, near 


enough a base of supply to enable it to secure 
what currency it needed with the least pos- 
sible delay. In this way the more or less 
gevene strain witnessed yearly at the central

Our examination contem- 
plated a complete audit of the affairs of each 
bank which failed or has required assist- 
ance. but such audit has not been possible; in 
the case of the Columbia Bank and Trust 
company (which failed in Oklahoma City on 


Sept. 29, 1908) certain absolutely essential | 


records have disappeared, such as the dis- 
count register, the genera! cash journal, etc., 
nor have we found such record as would 
make it possible to reconstruct those missing. 

“Apart from the individual banks, the 
records of the banking board are incom- 
plete and inaccurate from the time of organ- 
ization until the last few months: We have 
found no intelligible records prior to March, 
1910, at which time the accounts with the 
banks and the warrants issued were copied 
from the treasurer’s books. No minutes of 
the meetings of the banking board were 
found prior to March 80, 1910. 


No “Checking Up” Possible. 

“The law designates the bank commis- 
sioner (not a member of the banking board) 
as the liquidator ot the failed banks until 
the depositors are paid, the remaining assets 
being turned over to the board until the 
guarantee fund is reimbursed. 

“In the case of the liquidation of the 
Columbia Bank and Trust company, the 
treasurer issued his checks to the individual! 
claimants on the order of the bank commis- 
sioner, and in December, 1910, was given one 
warrant to cover the total of such checks, 
isshed and debited, with the total amount 
realized from the assets; during the interim— 
from Sept. 28, 1909, to December, 1910—the 
gukruntee fund “actétifit in the treasurer's 
office showed a balance vastly greater than 
was on hand, while the books of the banking 
board did not and could not show th» condi- 
tioh of the fund.”

„No Entertaining“ Rule. 


UPROAR FOLLOWS. BALLOT; 


Second Count Demanded; Shows Rule 
Defeated by Vote of 282 to 206. 


A proposed amendment to the rules of the 
Chicago live stock exchange, whereby it was 
purposed to abolish the custom of paying for 
dinners, telegrams, and market papers for 
country shippers and feeders, was defeated in 
@ secret ballot yesterday at a meeting of the 
exchange. A total of 488 votes, practically 
the entire membership, wae cast, and the re- 
gult stood at 282 against and 206 for the adop- 
tion of the amendment. 

Feeling between the two factions previous 
to the counting of the ballots was the bit- 
terest ever known. It was predicted be- 
fore the result was made known that dis- 
ruption of the exchange would follow the 
adoption of the rule. Owing to the small 
margin by which the rule was defeated, trad- 
ers who favored the proposed legislation de- 
manded a second count and nearly two hours 
were spent in checking and counting the 
votes. 

When the defeat of. the rule was conclu- 
sively ascertained, an uproar such as had 
never before been heard in the live stock ex- 
change building broke out. 

Staid old traders, who have been doing 
business on the local market since the es- 
tablishment of the stock yards at the pres- 
ent site, jumped up and down with joy. The

The arguments dealt with the technical 
side of the matter and attempted to explain 
the merits of the puts and calls system from 
Chicago’s standpoint. 

The speakers included Walter Fitch, for- 
mer president of the board of trade; Henry 
S. Robbins, who was gspécial counsel for 
Attorney General Wickersham in the bucket 
shop cases; Charles B. Pierce; a mentber of 
the Chicago board of trade; and Ald. B. W. 
Snow. 

One of the points emphasized by Mr. Pierce 
was that last year the wheat receipts of Min- 
neapolis were 99,000,000 bushels, against 47,- 
000,000 bushels for Chicago. This discrep- 
ancy, he asserted, was due to the Illinois law 
discriminating against Chicago, which the 
board of trade representatives wieh to rem- 
edy by the passage of the puts and calls 
bill.

A number of firms and corporations, mem-

In New York it was announced that the

erally. The most important development 
was the increasing demand for various 
issues of bonds, including many semi- specu- 
lative issues, as well as the absorption of 
dividend-paying stocks. 

This increased demand was regarded in 
Wall street as being of far more importance 
than the moderate changes in quotations. 
Most of these things were in the way of 
higher figures. On the other hand, railroad 
interests say they do not believe earnings 
will keep up the recent levels much longer 
unless business in general receives some 
new impetus. They admit that a continu- 
ation of favorable weather will have a stim- 
ulating effe@t, but believe that something 
more is needed to increase the volume of 
trade and, in truth, railroad traffic. 


The Steel Figures. | 

The following was wired from New York: 

“The preliminary estimates of the earn- 
ings of the United States Steel corporation 
for last quarter, which were from $4,000,- 
000 to 5,000,000, out of the way appear to have 
been at fault as the result of too liberal al- 
lowances for the earnings per ton. The 
actual figures were $23,519,208. Shipments 
were in the neighborhood of 2,840,000 tons 
so that it appears that earnings per ton 
for the quarter averaged only $10. 

Two factors, is was pointed out, probably

The other is that 
the corporation has been getting very low 
prices for its exported product.

Fractional Advances After Day 
of Light Trading. 


BOND DEMAND BROADENING. 


Further Increases Recorded on Bigger 
Volume of Dealing. 


{NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER] 

New York, April 26.—[Special.]—At the 
opening of the market today prices receded 
from those prevailing at the close of the 
previous day, with United States Steel suffer- 
ing a fractional loss over night. This move- 
ment reflected the influence of the corpora- 
tion’s quarterly statement, which revealed 
earnings considerably smaller than had been 


expected, although this unfavorable feature 


was modified by the fact that March earn- 
ings showed large recovery from January 


figures, 

After the first selling movement had run 
tts course the market strengthened, and with 
relatively few exceptions the closing prices 
of the session, after a day of Hght trading, 
showed fractional net gains. One of the ex- 
ceptions to this movement was Amalgamated 
Copper, which earlier in the week had ad- 
vanced more rapidly than the rest of the list. 

A further contraction in the steel trade during 
the last week was the noteworthy feature of the 
usual trade reviews issued today. 


Further Advances in Bonds. 


Much less perfunctory than the dealings on the 
stock market were the transactions in the bond 
department, where further advances were recorded 
on a substantially increased volume of trading. 
Both stock exchange dealings in bonds and over 
counter gales indicated a broadening demand for 
bonds, which is a most gratifying development. 
It is noteworthy that this demand is making itself 
felt almost entirely for high grade issues whien 
are being purchased by institutions, and on smaller 
scale by individuals. Thus the continued ease in 
money is having its logical effect upon investment 
markets. 

A fraction was added to the previous high record 
of New York City 4%s, and improvement was 
also noted in prices of other New York City issues. 
One of the influences in this market appears to be 
the law proposed at Albany, which would require 
deposits of city money to be secured by city bonds. 
Tc the extent to which this is a factor in the situa- 
tion the position of bonds is being artificially in- 
fluenced. It is clear, however, from the general

By this time the Cubs had only two runs 
lead. and Brownie, just as he has done so 
many times in the past, stopped the Reds’ 
rally and held them down until the game was 
over 


Chance Sprains an Ankle. 

The Cubs won the game, but crippled their 
manager, F. Chance, so seriously that he will 
be out of the game for a week or more. it was 
thought a leg was broken, and he was car- 
ried off the field by the other players anda 
doctor summoned. It was found he had a 
bad sprain of the right ankle, so bad that he 
cannot walk tonight. 

The accident was almost a duplicate of the 
one that broke Johnny Evers’ right leg here 
last fail. Chance was scoring from second on 
Schulte s single and made a desperate slide 
for the plate. He caught the spikes of the 
toe parc of his shoe in the hard earth and 
turned his foot as he slid safely over the 
plate. Probably the only reason the leg was 
not broken is because his is bigger and 
stronger than Evers and stood the strain, 
only twisting the ligaments about the ankle. 


Slide Is Unnecessary. . 

As in Evers’ case. it would not have been 
necessary for the Peerless Leader to slide for 
the plate, because he had the throw beaten 
far enough to have comeinstraightup. But 
he had no way of knowing it, and of course 
made the slide to get the run. As it turned 
out that run and the one scored by Schulte’s 
hit later were the winning runs of the game. 

Clarke Griffith sent his resuscitated twirler, 
McQuillen, to the slab against the champions, 
He is the man upon whom Cincianati is bas- 
ing its hopes for a chance at the flag.

Case Again Is Delayed. 

President Tearney received a confirmation 
of the dispatch yesterday when Clarence A.

the rules committee of the Royal and Ancient 
Golf dub of St. Andrews declines to go any 
farther than make a few suggestions regard- 
ing the code of bogey rules of the Western 
Golf association recently submitted to t for 
criticism and suggestion, and as no import- 
ant changes were voted in the suggestions 
the present code will hold this season. 


Foreigners Thank Americans. 

In a letter just received by Crafts W. Hig- 
gins, secretary of the rules of golf committee 
of the Western Golf association, Chairman 
W. Hy Burn of the rules committee of the 

Royal and Ancient club thanks the western- 
ers for submittinig the matter to the R. and 
A., but states plainly that the rules com- 
mittee is not in a position to decide questions 
arising from bogey play, as it bas no rules 
on the subject. 

The main object of the Western Golf as 
sociation officials in placing the matter before 
the Royal and Ancient club of St. Andrews 
was to call the attention of foreign golfers to 
the fact that at least one representative or- 
ganization in the United States had a bogey 
code in good working order, officials of the 
United States Golf association having caused 
the impresston there was no bogey code in 
existence in this country. 

Capt. Burn makes the point that Forfar- 
shire golfer® have played bogey cocpeti- 
tions under stroke rules for several) seasons, 
but it does not follow that western golfers 
will be satisfied, thatéForfarshire lefright and 
the rest of the world wrong. 


Burn’s Letter to Higgins, 

A. careful digest of Capt. Burn’s letter has 
not convinced the W. G. A. rules committee 
that any changes are necessary in its code 
and for the coming season it will remain un- 
changed. Capt. Burn’s letter is as follows:

Dear Sir: I beg to thank you for your letter of 

rules committee desires me to express its grati- 
fication at being placed in a position to offer you 
{ts suggestions on thrs matter. As you are aware, 
the bogey form of competition is not played at St. 
Andrews, o the R. & A. chub has no rules on the 
subject. The rules committee therefore could not 
decide questions arising from bogey play. Although 
this fact had been frequently stated in the press, 
the numder of cases submitted to the committee 
in past years were so numerous that in the Spring 
of 1908 the committee decided to go fully into the 
principles governing these competitions. The com- 
mittee came to the conclusion that a bogey compe- 
tition ig a form of stroke competition in which the 
competitors compete ggainst a fixed score at each 
hole. A stroke competition ts, in reality, held at 
each hole of the stipulated round or rounds, heid at 
the winner is the competitor who is most successful 
in the aggregate of these competitions, 


Bogey Not Match Play. 

A bogey competition is not in any proper sense 
match play, since neither the opponent, nor his cad- 
die, nor his ballare present as factors in the contest 
F., Stymies, rule 31 [1]; and ball striking oppo- 
nent, ete., rule 18. During the present year the Mid- 
land Golf association requested the rules commit- 
tee to assist them in framing a bogey code for 
their own use. I enclose copy of the code gdopted 
by them, and approved by the rules committee. 
There are only two rules, the first of which deals 
f with the duties of the marker, and is im accord- 
ance witK the principle stated in stroke rule 5 {1}, 
„For the additions of the scores marked the com- 
mittee shall be wie.“ Rule 2 merely em- 
phasizes the principle governing all competitions 
where a competitor is allowed to return the scores 
of one or more selected rounds, that an act of the 
competitor entailing the penalty of disqualification 
shall only disqualify him for the round in which 
the breach of rule occured. Bogey, has been 
played for yeare in Forfarshire under stroke rules, 
without difficulty. The rules for stroke play are 
exceptions to the rules of golf, and it appears to 
the rules committee to be a great advantage not to 
make any new rules, The committee thinks that 
the simplicity of adopting the rules for stroke play
